Rev. Bobert Grier was the pastor of 


during a long and useful life. He was 
prominent in tbat town in everything 
that pertained to tbe welfare of the com- 
munity. There are many people In that 
neighborhood who bear »i a memory of 
tbe man, part of liia name. 


A daughter of Rev. R ibert Grier mar- 


ried a native of Adams county, one wbo 
passed his whole life among us, becom- 
ing a prominent figure in the northern 
end of the county, Dr.Jobn Hattoa Mars- 
den. He was a preacher and a physi- 
cian, administering to those both physi- 
cally and morally sick and doing both 
well. Dr. Marsden's father and grand- 
father had passed ttieir lives in the 
county, their names beinir linked with 
many important events of their day. 
Dr. Marsden, besides being a preacher 
and pnjsician, was alao a teacher, bav 
ing taagut in tbe Female Acaeemy in 
Gettysburg and later in York Springs. 


In 1831 he was selected as tbe rector 


of the old Christ Protistant Episcopal 
'Jhurch near York Springs. The church 
stood on a corner of sixty acres of land 
donated by the Penns. Tue church 
building was in a very dilapidated con- 
dition when Dr. Marsden became its 
pastor and in 1836 it was taken down 
and Christ Church Chapel erected on a 
ot in York Springs. Dr. Marsden be- 
came rector of the new church from 1838 
,o 1850, thus among the last who served 
n the old church tbat had stood almost 
a hundred years and among tbe first to 
erve ia the new chapel. 
Dr. Maisden was a familiar sight for 
ears, travelirg on pastoral calls aud to 
latients on horae back. A grey horse is 
emembered as being for years faithful 
o the demands of his mastar, and that 
he master looked well after his animal 
riends is made evident by a clause in 
he Dr.'s will in which he says, "if any 
orses remain in my possession at tbe 
.me of my decease it is my will tbat 
hey shall not be sold at public sale, but 
nly disposed of to such [arson or per- 
ons gs there is good reason to believe 
will treat them with humanity." 


Another clause in this same will tells

The writing of tbeir language being up 
and down, unlike tbe English from left 
to right one wants to know wbetbar It Is 
difilcult to learn and master tbeir tongue. 
It is the work of a lifetime to a foreigner 
to thoroughly master and then death 
may come and cut abort the uncompleted 
lesson. The Japanese language is full of 
mannerisms. If one is alone with their 
bouse maid, they say to her in Japanese, 
I command you to bring in the lea. If 
however one is entertaining equals then 
tlie maid is told to please bring in the 
tea. If however there are those who 
socially outrank the entertainer In a 
country full of classes, then the maid 
must bs told to graciously bring in the 
tea. According to the American idea 
the better company you are in tbe more 
polite yon treat tbose wbo wait upon 
you. 
But thousands of these mannerism 


make tbe language most difficult to 
master so as to always say the right 
thing as a Japanese would.

It is often surprising to even Ameri- 


cana themselves what energy they will 
display and what difficulties they will 
overcome in carrying the western idea of 
civilization and Christianity around tbe 
world. A picture shows tbe large school 
buildings in Tokio, over which this mis. 
niouary presided. Yet with practical:? 
no acquaintance of the tongue two of 
the buildings were erected by this mis- 
sionary, the plans drawn, contract made 
with a native builder, the erection of 
same superintended and the bills all paid 
off. Much of Ibis work ia confessed to 
have been done in pantomine, yet the 
fact that it was done speaks much for 
tbose wbo dare in such undertakings and 
much for the orientals with whom tfaev 
must deal. Above everything else the 
oriental is commercially honest. 


This school has an interesting hit- 


tory. Very many of the earliest schools 
started in Japan by the missionaries were 
unsuccessful. They did not understand 
old Japan with her sects, and classes and 
customs. When the schools were poorly 
attended thoae In charge went out Into 
tlie highway and hedges and for a very 
small coin the coolies could ba paid to 
send thisir children to the Cttristian 
school. But a m lesion opening its doors 
to the children of coolies, the lowest 
caste, shut tbs same doors to all other 
children and the fate of such a school 
was sealed. 


The auspices under which this parti- 


cular school In Tokio was started "were 
entirely different. As the story is told it 
Japanese lady of royal b'ood became a 
Christian and prayed that a pay school 
would be oponed, one to which the girl* 
of the higher class could be sent and pay 
their way. Not many daya afterwards 
thia Japanese lady beard tbat mission- 
aries at Tokio proposed to erect two 
such pay schools, one for boys and one 
for girls. Tbe little princess afterward! 
told that *be. went home and a«ked the 
Lord to forgive her for not praying for 
two schools instead one. 


This Japanese princess became toe 


patron saint of this school in Tokio. She 
devoted herself to making the school a 
success. She gave to it of her means. 
More than all this she used every effort 
to bring to the school boys and girls to 
be educated. They were not children of 
tbe lower classes but of the highest 
classes, children who wanted to learn 
English, of the great English Countries 
from which tbey bad borrowed a form 
of government, of tbe history of this 
strong people wbo are making of Uie 
whole world one people with their In- 
ventions. To such schools the Japanese 
are sending their bast, aad often tbat is 
not enough. Tbe education muet be 
finished in America and to our colleges 
annually come many of tbat country to 
learn the western idea o! civilization tbe 
weetera idea of human liberty, tie 
western idea which thirty-live years 
ago made out of tbat old absolute mon- 
archy, a constitutional form of govern- 
ment.

A NUMBER OF FARMERS ARE MAKING EX- 


PERIMENTS IN RAISING GINSENG. 


Good Prices are Paid lor the Roots—Feeders 


are not Buying Many Steers but 


Many Will be Fattened. 


It wonld be an interesting fact if known 


just how much ginseng is shipped out ol 
Adams county in one year. The demand 
for tbe root is on the increase and a cum- 
ber of citizens in the western end of the 
county are making experiments in the 
raising of it. During a call at this office 
last Saturday J. M. McCleuf, of Fairfield, 
told aa that be baa shipped some of tbe 
roots to the city for which from $4 to 16 a 
pound was received. Tbe roota sold by 
Mr. MoCleaf were gathered on tbe moun- 
tain and it ie a long day's work to find a 
pound of the precious vegetable, if vege- 
table it ia. Fires have burned over sec- 
tions of tbe mountain on which the root 
growa and it ie scarce this year. Learning 
the value o! these roots a number of men 
living near FairBeld have planted email 
plots aa an experiment. They are Abe 
Gantz and Chaa. Singley, of Fountaindale; 
John Biker, of Z>ra j William Singley, of 
Fairfield, and Harry Singley, of Knoxlyn. 
There experiments will be watched with 
interest and if the; succeed they will 
make money. An acre of ginaeng roota ia 
said to have netted aa high as $5,000 in 
three years bnt the crop is a treacherous 
one to raise. Like certain kinda of tobacco 
the plants have to ba protected from tbe 
Bun. Grape vines are sometimes grown to 
f«arni8u the shade and in other .cases mus- 
lin is stretched on frames. All the ginseng 
bought in America is shipped to China, 
the native doctors uaing it in tbeir medi- 
cinal compounds. For years scientieta have

THE farmers National Congress held 


their annual meeting last week at Ni- 
agara Fulls. They resolved that the 
rural free delivery should be extended, 
and in favor of a parcel post system, a 
postal telegraph and postal savings bank. 
A number of subjects were dlscnised 
•nd resolutions adopted. Among them, 
those favoring a classified enumeration 
of farms and farm products every flve 
years, tbe adoption of the referendum, 
and tbe election of United Siates Sena- 
tors by direct vote. In apalby stricken 
Pennsylvania, where indifference reigns 
supreme to the political condition, the 
farmers who believe In a Democracy 
•hould stir themselves and take part in 
all organizations where tuch subjects as 
tbe above are discussed, so that they may 
keep abreast of the times when the hour 
arrives to put off the shackeUi of a po- 
litical machine, such as has sapped the 
life blood of this commonwealth for the 
last quarter of a century. 


THE Town Council should at their 


next meeting give tbe telephone com- 
pany the right to put their wires under 
ground. Nothing need be said about 
taxation ia the ordinance. Chambers- 
bnrg has given such com»nt without a 
taxation clause. Tbe tatophone com- 
pany 
must 
rebuild 
tbelr 
pystem. 


They are making preparations to put up 
poles if Council does not cmaaut to the 
underground system. Why should Get- 
tysburg insist upon a taxation clause for 
such consent when no other town in the 
country has asked it. Everywhere else 
they are glad to have the wires under- 
ground. We ought to be glad to get rid 
of poles and wires. Should a wire break 
and cross a live wire it might create 
danger to life at any time and the coun- 
cil refusing to remove danger would 
not be altogether blameless. If the tele- 
phone company did not have the right 
to put all the poles they want tbe ques- 
tion would be different. Is there any 
good excuse to refuse to trade poles and 
wires for the underground and thereby 
Improve the town and remove danger. 
The delay of council Is keeping telephone 
customers from a batter service and pre- 
venting our laborers from having the 
work of installing an underground fys- 
tem. Give the right for the wires to go 
underground. 


THE CANAL QUESTION. 


The time limit for tbe ratification of 


the Panama canal treaty by Columbia 
has expired and nothing baa been done.

Many Steers Will be Fattened. 


Not many Adams county farmers have 


bougbt steers for winter feeding at this 
writing but from present indications more 
will be fed than laat winter. 
Calvin 


Lower, of McKnigbtstown,the well known 
cattle buyer, ia of the opinion that owing 
to grass and fodder being so abundant 
more farmers will feed steers over the com- 
ing winter than lust. There is quite a 
wide range in prices, some steers selling aa 
low as 2* cents a pound and some as high 
as 4 ota. It is probable that not more 
than two or three carloads of cattle have 
been sold to the farmers for winter feeding 
up to this time and buying will probably be 
late. It is thought that some of the far- 
mers will hold back from buying to any 
extent until they see the aize of the corn 
crop. Tbat ia still an undetermined fac- 
tor. Long feed ia much more abundant 
than last year and there ia a general belief 
that feeding will be profitable, although so 
far as that goee many feeders came out 
well laat year. Beef pricea for butchering 
remain up and drovers report a scarcity of 
calves. Tbe fact that few calves have been 
sold may be accounted for by another fact, 
that our farmers are coming to the belief 
that it pays to turn their grain and grass 
crops into these animals before marketing 
tbe products of the farm. There are a 
number of farmers in tbe county who do 
not sell a thing from their farms except as 
beef, pork or poultry. Tbat stock raising 
pays in this county ia now the general be- 
lief and many of the calves are fattened as 
steers or kept as cows for milk producing 
and breeding. 


Where the Steers Come From. 


- Tbe question has frequently been asked, 
"Why ia it necessary to ship steers into 
Adams county for winter feeding and 
where do they come from ?'' This ques- 
tion was answered tbe other day by a 
prominent local butcher who told a re- 
porter for the COMPILED that as a rule tbe 
steers raised in Adams county are poor 
because they are not given the proper 
care when they are calves. It is the prac- 
tice in this county to wean tbe bull or 
heifer calf when it is three weeks old and 
after feeding the calf for a number of 
weeks on bran to sell it to the butcher for 
veal. Calvea that are raised as steers after 
they are three weeks old are fed on 
bran and sometimes skimmed milk and 
allo-red to graza with the older cattle. In 
Virginia and the West where mast of the 
teers come from to this county the calf 
stays with tbe cow until it weane itself. 
The cow'a milk is the beet food for tbe 
calf and it thrives. When old enough to 
eat tbe food of mature cattle they take to 
it naturally and develop into large and 
hearty ateera or heifera. Here in Adams 
county, where there is a demand for milk 
and butter, the farmer robs tbe calf .and 
tbe calf fails to develop in a satisfactory 
manner ia consequence. Calves usually 
bring from $4 to $8 per head when sold to 
the butchers, but a two or a three-year-old 
steer weighing 1200 pounds generally 
brings from $50 to $70. Tbe a teers brought 
to this county from Virginia are aa a rule 
between two and three years old. 
After 


a winter epent in tbe fattening stalls t'ley 
are Bold to the drovers or butchers. Gjn 
erally the farmer makes a fair profit but 
it is probable that he would make a larger 
profit if he would raiae his own steers 
from tbe calves dropped on the farm. 
Some of our more advanced farmers hold 
this idea. 


Potatoes Scarcer and Higher. 


has this to say concerning the markets ior 
farm products: 


' Conflicting report) continue to militate 


against stability in' the markets for Ihe 
great farm products, and on the whole tbe 
events of the past week have resulted in a 
lower level ol quotations. The most im- 
portant effect of lower prices was a better 
export movement, not only helping tbe 
domestic trade situation, but strengthen- 
ing this country's international position, 
which was less favorable in recent preced- 
ing months. How far tbe low tempera- 
ture has injured the corn crop ie still a 
matter of conjecture, yet it is practically 
certain that heavy losses have occurred, 
aud early estimates of a record-breaking 
crop must be modified. 
While comparing 


unfavorably wfth a normal year, tbe 
movement of corn lor tbe week was much 
larger than last year, receipts of 4,226,244 
bushels, far surpassing tbe 2,549,853 of a 
year ago, and exports of 483,058 bushels 
comparing with 32,198 iu 1902. Changes 
in wheat are less extreme, receipts of 
6,712,617 bushels falling about SO per cent, 
short o! last year's shipments, which 
were 9,012,829, while exports from all 
potts of the United States, flour included, 
were 3.629,345 bushels, against 3,786,302 
a year ago, when tbe outgo was abnor- 
mally light."

OF ACTIVITY FOR A MONTH TO COME. 


Crop Msy Rsach 35,000 Barrels - Prices 


Slightly Lower Thin Other Yoars- 


Packlng Begins This Week. 


Adams county will harvest a record 


breaking apple crop Ibie year, variously 
estimated at from one-fifth to one-third 
greater than any previous year. 
Towards 


the latter part of thia week apple picking 
and packing will begin and (or a month 
to come the bigorobards scattered over 
(be northern and 'western end of tbe 
county will present scenes ol activity. 
Not a partiole of the crop will be lost and 
it is possible tbat the total will reach 35,- 
000 barrels. The cider mills through tbe 
county are busy turning tbe early apples 
and the windfalls into cider for vinegar 
and apple batter. Up at Biglerville an 
apple-drying establishment has been busy 
night and day for several weeks drying 
apples at the rate of over 600 bushels a 
day. Apples came in so fast that some of 
tbe farmers bad to bo turned away and 
another kiln will be necessary to handle 
all tbe apples brought there. The beat.ol 
tbe apples, tbe sonnd and perfect ones of 
the winter varieties, will be band-picked 
and packed in barrels by agents from the 
big commission houees in tbe cities. Most 
of tba sales of the apples for packing have 
ranged from $1.00 to «1.76 per barrel, 
picked, tbe packer bearing tbe expense of 
packing them in barrels" and shipping. 
Prices paid are slightly lower than other

Does Not Favor the Use of Lime 


The COMPILER has received the follow- 


ing letter suggesting a cure for the rotting 
of potatoes: 
EnlTOR OB' THK CoMl'LEIt I — 


Fleaseput It iu the COMPJLKR that there Is 


nothing better to keep potatoes from rotting 
than to keep them right dry. I sprinkled 
lime on my potatoes aud they kept OB rott- 
ing. Then I washed the lltae o£Tand made 
the potatoes right dry. Alter this had been 
done they stopped rotting. For the Hake or 
the formers or the county who are loosing 
their potatoes I think they ought to know 
this.

There is undoubtedly a great deal of 


troth in thie letter. Lime on the pota- 
toes would draw the moisture out of them 
as well aa the moisture out of the atmos- 
phere. It wonld probably be better to 
have plenty ol lime in the bins, bnt not 
in contact witb the potatoes. In order 
to be kept from rotting, potatoes must be 
in a dry pleace.

stalls for tbe night. In tbe morning fonr 
temperatures are taken at intervals of two 
hours. If the cow ahowa no increase of 
temperature at any of tbe tests aha is pro- 
nounced free of the disease. If, however, 
the temperture riaes from the effects of 
the injection of tuberculin, tbe presence 
of tuberculosis is shown. The animal is 
then appraised, jointly by Dr. Moriarty 
and its owner, and slaughtered. Aa tbe 
price paid the farmer is usually about one- 
half of the market value of the cow, tbe 
farmer simply shares with the State the 
expense of stamping out the disease. 
The 


law allows tbe inspector to fix the damage 
and only once in six years has there been 
a protest against Dr. Moriarty's decision. 


When there is an objection to his award 


the price is appraiaed by a jury of three 
men, oua selected by the owner, one by 
the inspector and a third selected by the 
lirat two. 


From a good authority it ia learned that 


none ol the dairymen who aupply milk to 
Gettyaburg consumers have had their 
herds examined. There is considerable 
talk in favor of an ordinance forbidding 
the selling of milk on the streets of Get- 
tysburg from cows that have not been 
tested. Unfortunately there are rumois 
to the effect that at least one of the dairy- 
men has used cows afflicted with tubercu- 
losis for milk production. Milk from in- 
fected cowa ia very unhealthy, to say the 
least, and it is hardly likely that anyone 
would care to run the 
riak of con- 


tracting tuberculosis from such milk. To 
teat the milk served by our dairymen for 
Ihe tuberculosis germs would be like lock 
ing the door after the horse is stolen. The 
only proper way will be to compel a rigid 
inspection of the cowa from which Gettya- 
burg gets its milk supply. Considering 
the small expense of an examination it is 
regarded as strange thataomeofour dairy- 
men have not taken advantage of the law. 


The fact that their dairy herds are pro- 


nounced free from the disease would be a 
good advertisement. The people of Get- 
tysburg would rather have watered milk 
than diseased milk and it is altogether 
probable that at the next meeting of Town 
Council an ordinance will be introduced 
which will compel an inspection of dairy 
herds. 


Ephraim H. Minnigh. 


Ephraim H. Minnigh, for many yean 


one of Gettysburg's well known business 
men, died at bis bome on York street, at 
midnight, Saturday night, from tbe effects 
of a stroke of paralyais received about a 
year ago. Mr. Minnigh is survived by 
his wife and one daughter, Mm, Geoige 
F. Young, o! this place, and the following 
brothers and sisters: Luther W. and John 
M., of tbia place. Rev. H. ST. Minnigb, of 
Frankstown, Mrs. G. H. Trabert, of Min- 
neapolis, Minn., and Mrs. Amelia Bwk- 
atresaer, of Warren. 


Mr. Minnigh has been for many yeara a 


member of botb the Odd Fellow and Ma- 
sonic Orders. The Gettysburg Command- 
ery No. 79, Knights Templar, will conduct 
the funeral services this afternoon at 1.30 
o'clock. Interment will be made in Ever- 
green Cemetery. 


Mr. Minnigh was born on his father's 


farm in Menallen township, November 
10,1931. Hie earlier years were spent on 
tbe farm. Like many another man in 
business and professional walka of life, 
Mr. Minnigh's education was acquired in 
a printing office. 
He served an appren- 


ticeship in the offioe of the GUTTYSOUBQ 
COMPILER and later worked ae a "jour" in 
the offioe of the Star and Sentinel. Then 
he spent two years in the Government 
printing office at Washington. 


Several yeara of his early manhood were 


spent in a dry goods store in Canton, 0.

and under tbe above circumstances and 
when it waa fully identified, that it should 
be removed by her friends, certainly did 
no violence against the spirit 'and inten- 
tion of any reasonable ordinance and such 
alone are permitted to impose their pen- 
alties." Accordingly the court sustains 
tbe twelfth reaaon for reversing the de- 
cision of Ihe justice that "under the evi- 
dence produced before the justice tbe de- 
fendant should have been acquitted." 


Because requested by both parties the 


court considers the legality of the bor- 
ough ordinance. The ordinance is de- 
clared to have been passed under borough 
Act of April 3, 1851. 
The Act ol May 


9,1803 established Boards of Health. The 
ordinance in question waa passed Dec. 5, 
1893, but the court holds it was by the 
authority of Act 1351 which was revoked 
by Act of May 9, 1S93. That to pass it 
under the last Act theiordinance must ori- 
ginate with the Board of Health and be- 
cause the Board of Health adopted tbe or- 
dinance of Dec. 5, 1893 on Deo. 12, 1893 
and not before Deo. 6, it did not originate 
with the Board of Health and hence waa 
not legal by Act of May 9, 1892. 
In 


other words it Is not legal to put the cart 
before tbe boree and hence it ig recom- 
mended that a new ordinance be first 
passed by the Board of Health and 
then aent to the Town Council to be 
enacted and not vice versa.

SECRETARY WILSON TALKS OF THE CON 


DITION OF THE CROPS. 


Ptanty ol Corn, Wheat and Hay in the Wes 


torn States, Although Some Damage 


Has Occurred. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24,—Secretary 


'Wilson of the Agricultural Departmen 
returned to Washington last night from 
Ogden, Utah, where be delivered a 
speech before tbe irrigation congress. Hi 
journey botb ways took him tbrocgh tbe 
heart of tbe corn b»lt, and tonight be 
said: "The corn crop, owing to the pc 
•nliarity of the season, was late and light 
Kerry floods destroyed it on bottom 
lands to a groat extent. Continued rains 
throughout June and July saturated thi 
level lands and retarded the growth ol 
corn. The fiost baa Injured in streaks 


"Through Central Iowa perhaps one 


quarter of tbe crop has been touched by 
tbe freeze, but what has not been effectec 
by frost 1s ripening rapidly with this fine 
weather. Iowa will not have ae many 
bushels as last year, but will produce 
more No. 2 corn than last year. 
There 


will b» plenty of corn In the country be- 
cause feeding was very extensive last 
year, as the com was of such a character 
that it had to be fed. Feeding last year 
was unprofitable. Very many feeders 
lost money, therefore they will feed less 
this year. 


"A very heavy bay crop was secured 


this season and pastures have been and 
atill are in excllent condition, 


"As to wheat, thrashing has been de- 


layed by raioy weather. If the present 
good weather MUtinao it will progress 
rapidly. In considering the wheat crop 
we must take account of all tbe wheat- 
growing countries. We are getting into 
Ul»graph relationship with most of tbe 
EdropeVn countries so as to be able to es- 
timate the world's crop more closely 
tban has heretofore been done. Taking 
our farm products as a whole, there Is 
an abundance In the land." 


Profitable Corn Plowing. 


[From the Kansas City Journal.] 


Three Missouri boys broke the record a 


year ago last summer, when, as is said, 
they earned $4154,52 by plowing corn. 
Tbe boys are sons of C. A. Christian, of 
Atcbiwu county, and are 9, 16 and 18 
years old, respectively. Mr, Christian 
and his sons took the contract to culti- 
vate a 540-acre tract of land belonging to 
David Banklin. They were to receive 
twelve cents from Rankin for every 
bushel of corn they raised. With the 
exception of a/few days, when Mr. Chris- 
tian lent a band, the boys did all the 
work, and the land produced 34,621 
bushels of corn, or seventy-five bushels 
tothsacre. The bojs' summer's earn 
Ings averaged $1384,60.
